Firefighters save homes, curtail 
spread of Howes Lake wildfire

A wildfire started and extin- 
guished by Mother Nature, with the 
intervention of dozens of brave area 
firefighters praised and held in the 
hearts of many homeowners, 
destroyed 817 acres of land last 
week, 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources 
Investigation Unit determined that 
the Howes Lake Fire started when 
lightning struck a Jack Pine tree on 
Monday, June 6. The lightning

occurred when a two-minute storm 
swept through the region. 

“It pretty much came. straight 
across,” said Larry Akers, the emer- 
gency management/911 director for 
Crawford County of the thunder- 
storm. “After lightning hit the tree, it 
just smoldered until winds picked 
up Tuesday.” 

The fire destroyed 817 acres of 
land, three out buildings and five 
homes had siding damage. The 
damage occurred on state, military 
and privately owned land,

SO FAR, IT appears, Michigan 
Republicans are having a tough 
time coming up with a clear strong 
candidate or two to challenge 
incumbent Democratic Sen. 
Debbie Stabenow for her seat in 
the US Senate. 

Senate opportunities only come 
around every six years, and its 
been quite a spell since Michigan 
Republicans have been able to 
develop a dangerous challenge to 
Sens. Stabenow and Cart Levin, 
the two Democrats who now hold 
Michigan’s two seats in the 
Senate, 

The last Republican to represent 
our state in the self-identified 
“greatest deliberative body in the 
world” was Spencer Abraham, 
who served a single term before 
Ms. Stabcnow defeated him in 
2000. 

This year, especially with a fel- 
low Democrat President Obama 
leading the national ticket for 
reclection, Ms. Stabenow has a 
pretty solid chance of keeping her 
post. 

As the new Congress met in 
January, Sen. Stabenow was 
appointed chair of the Senate agri- 
culture conmmittee, the most signif- 
icant job she’s had in Washington

No clear opponent yet for Stabenow 


so far. 

Michigan voters may have 
noticed a much larger imprint on 
home state activities by her in the 
past few months, partly duc to her 
new and important role in agricul- 
ture, and partly because she will be 
on the ballot next year. 

She also has been building a 
considerable campaign fund for 
the past several years, and as a 
Washington insider has access to 
deep Democratic-oriented pockets. 

Debbie Stabenow always has 
been a very good campaigner since 
she began her elective career as a 
county commissioner so many 
years ago, and she seems to have 
lost none of her enthusiasm nor her 
effectiveness in grass roots politics 

It will be very difficult for any 
eventual Republican candidate to 
beat her in 2012,

So did Terri Lynn Land, term 
limited last year after eight years 
as Michigan Secretary of State and 
early candidate for governor last 
year, who might have been a front 
runner to take on Ms. Stabenow. 

Ms. Land was not kind to 
Republican leadership in announc- 
ing her withdrawal, claiming party 
leaders are unwilling to commit 
resources to the race. 

“It’s not about words, it’s about 
actions, and the actions just aren’t 
there from the national to the local 
lo say that they want to make this 
a priority,” she said. 

“That’s whats needed in thts 
kind of a race against an incum- 
bent who’s strong.” 

She’s right, of course, at least 
about the need to commit on both 
levels of party organization to zero 
in on what could be a winnable 
race. Her conclusion that leader- 
ship Republicans concluded that 
Ms. Stabenow’s grasp on the seat 
makes her invulnerable also seems 
in line with early actions,

LATEST DECLINE came from 
national GOP committeeman Saul 
Anuzis, former state Republican 
chair, and twice active but unsuc- 
cessful in pursuit of the job as 


national GOP chair. 

Mr. Anuzis said his was a per- 
sonal decision and many stronger 
candidates are available to chal- 
lenge Ms. Stabenow, 

Two Republicans are declared 
candidates ~ Randy Hekman of 
Grand Rapids, a former juvenile 
court judge, and Peter Konetchy, 
an accountant from Roscommon. 

Several others reportedly have 
been considering seeking the GOP 
nomination. 

According to printed reports, 
these include: Rob Steele of Ann 
Arbor, a cardiologist who lost a 
race against US Rep. John Dingell 
in 2010; Tim Leuliette, an auto 
supply executive; and Scotty 
Boman, who has run before on the 
Libertarian ticket. 

Detroit radio personality Frank 
Beckman has been speculated as a 
candidate, but, as one newspaper 
story said, “he laughed off the sug- 
gestion, but did not rule it out.” 

The Detroit News has reported 
some grass roots Republicans are 
trying to lure a former Detroit Red 
Wing to go after the GOP nomina- 
tion. No names were mentioned,

Coaxing “name” candidates 
from outside the usual public are- 
nas of politics and government 
generally has not been a successful 
way to unseat a solid incumbent. 

Tea Party activists may well 
come forward with a candidate 
who could attract both state and 
national support from the Tea 
Party structure. 

The 2012 election is 18 months 
in the future. In the 2012 presiden- 
tial race, that’s a short time. For 
the Senate election, it’s not nearly 
so short. 

About the only possibility I can 
come up with who might be on an 
even par with Debbie Stabenow 
going into the Senate campaign 
season would be former Gov. John 
Engler, now employed at a gener- 
ous salary by business concerns in 
Washington, and who maintains a 
home in Michigan. 

But Mr. Engler wouldn’t give up 
all that to come back to Michigan 
and run for the Senate, would he? 

No, probably not.

Continued from Page | 
calm.” 

The American Red Cross established an 
emergency shelter at The Resurrection 
Life Center, but everyone left the shelter 
before the evacuation order was lifted late 
"Fuesday. 

Frederic Township Fire Department and 
EMS Chef Doug Pratt said firefighters 
and equipment were able to get in advance 
of the fire spreading with the main objec- 
live focused on saving homes. 

“Everything went superb on this one,” 
Pratt said. “They got in - in advance of the 
five - and the fire started far cnough away 
that we could get our structure units in 
ahead of the fire and wet them down, We 
only worried about houses. We weren't 
worried about outbuilding, sheds or any- 
thing Hike that.” 

Trenching completed by bulldozers and 
firefighting personnel helped save the 
homes and curtail the spread of the fire. 

“St was quite an operation and a very 
smooth operation,” said Randy McKenzie, 
a fire duty officer from the DNR’s 
Roscommon field office. “It was a safe 
operation and that was what. 1 wanted to 
seo” 

Along with dousing homes and property 
with water, a fire retardant added to the 
water and rigs carrying fire retardant foam 
assisted firefighters. 

“Phe foam and fire additive ts what 
saved the houses,” Pratt said. “Water 
would have evaporated with the heat.” 

A total of 60 firefighters from Crawford 

. County, Kalkaska County and Otsego 
County helped battle the blaze. The 
Grayling City/Township Fire Department, 
Frederi¢ Township Fire Department and 
EMS, Lovells Township Fire Department, 
Cold Springs-Excelsior Fire Department, 
Bluc Lake ‘Township Fire Department, 
Bear Lake Township Fire Department, 
Kalkaska Fire Department, Otsego Lake 
Fire Department and Camp Grayling 
helped battle the blaze. 

An additional 30 DNR firefighters from 
Grayling. Roscommon, Gaylord, Atlanta 
and Kalkaska were called to the area. 

“We back filled behind us so we could 
get to the initial attack and had crews 
ready for a second and third fire,” 
McKenzie said. 

Only one firefighter, from a DNR crew 
from Atlanta, sustained heat exhaustion 
from battling the blaze in the already hot 
and humid temperatures, 

“He got hydrated and he was fine within 
afew hours,” McKenzie said.

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Ryan Nelson was working his job at 
Jims Well Drilling when he learned about 
the fire. He picked up his children at 
school when Gail Foguth, the Crawford 
County Animal Control] Officer, notified 
him and the family’s miniature pony was 
evacuated and safe. The pony was boarded 
ata local farm. 

“Tt wasivt overly concerned because we 
and our animals were safe,” Nelson said. 
“A house is a house. We could have fost a 
lot of things that couldn't be able to be 
replaced but insurance would replace the 
house.” 

The fire damaged about half of the fl

“] was pretty panicked,” Kroell said. 
“Its an awful way to wake up. We have a 


lot of animals and that was our biggest

Kroell pratsed firefighters, Foguth and 
Katkaska County Animal Control officer 
Chuck Hill for the coordinated job of sav- 
ing the animals in the area. 

“They did awesome work getting all 
those animals out of there.’ Kroell said. 
“Ym sure that wasi’l easy.” 

Kroell said her kids will have a little legs

acres Nelson owns. He said he was amazed 
to see all the hot spots in the woods when 
the evacuation order was lifted late 
Tuesday and used every inch of hose he 
owns to get to nearby hot spots on his 
property. 

“As [ was driving, [ looked out into the 
woods and it looked like there were a lot of 
fittle campfires all over the place,” Nelson 
said. “I’m just thankful the firefighters did 
such a fantastic job.” 

Greer Kroell, a nursing assistant at 
Otsego Memorial Hospital, worked the 
night shift when the events that led to the 
fire took place. 

She learned of the evacuation order by

“fs a small loss compared to what it 
could have been,” she said. “The kids 
were bummed, but at feast we have our 
house.” 

Tim Rombach, an engineer for Gosling 
Czubak, an engineering and planning firm 
in Traverse City, learned of the fire and 
evacuation from his father Don Rombach. 

“My first response was -my house docs- 
n’t stand a chance,” Rombach said. 

Don Rombach, who lives a mile away 
from Tim’s property rescued his dogs and 
let goats he owns loose to fend for them- 
selves. After rushing back to Crawford 
County, Rombach spent the next vital

hours at the Frederic Township Fire Hall, 
listening to coordinated efforts of the fire- 
fighters taking place out in the field. 

“T'm still shocked and amazed that they 
were able to save my house,’ Rombach 
said. “Jt was really an amazing, coordinat- 
ed effort to save everyone’s home. [1 is a 
testament to how talented they are.” 

Dave Brown, who lives in Linden about 
two miles south of Grayling, struggled to 
find information while (he fire was ongo- 
ing. He received updates from John Chad, 
a director of Happi-Trails ATV Club. 

Brown visited his property on Friday 
and wants to treat every firefighter, who 
battled the blaze, to a steak dinner. 

“Twas shocked by what 1 saw, to say the 
least,” said Brown, a former volunteer ftre- 
fighter, “It's just bizarre to have that much 
devastation around my cabin that looks 
like it was almost untouched.” 

A second fire was reported in the area as 
a brunt of firefighters were battling the 
wildfire. oe 

Pratt’ said’ the “DNR spotter plane 
informed'him of the fire, which was locat- 
ed on property located at the corner of 
Cameron Bridge Road and Lane Drive.

Kalkaska Township and Otsego Township 
were dispatched to that fire, which is sus- 
pected to be an arson case, Pratt satd. 

“It was relatively small, but it does 
appear to be very suspiciously set so it 
appeared that someone set that fire, bul we 
can’t confirm that yet,” Pratt said. “It was 
a small fire and they were able to put it out 
right away because it was reported right 
away.” 

The Howes Lake wildfire was 100 per- 
cent contained by Wednesday morning and 
rain and cooler temperatures helped fire- 
fighters extingutsh the blaze. 

“Thank you God. [ never knew that the 
sound of rain could sound so good,” Chad 
said on the Happi-Trails ATV Club’s web- 
site. “It was a very frightful thing experi- 
encing a fire right next to your home with- 
in 10 feet.” 

Pratt said that teamwork among all 
agencies and citizens saved the day during 
the Howes Lake Fire. 

“We could not have done it without 
everybody working as a big team,” Pratt 
said, 

Residents across Michigan are asked to 
be extremely careful with any open fire 
due to hot, dry weather conditions.

This grant provides up to 
federal 
American Reinvestment and 
Recovery Act (ARRA) dol- 
lars to provide stipends to 
low-income families so that 
they can have their child 
attend quality educational 
childcare and preschool prior 
to entering public school. 
“All of the current rescarch 
in carly childhood education 
points to the importance of 
children having a structured 
learning and social environ- 
ment prior to entering 
Kindergarten,” stated Hesse.

The grant will pro- 
ie - to a total of $5400 for 
a 12-month period for a qual- 
ifying child to attend up to a 
five, full-day 
childcare/preschool program. 

The grant has a cash match 
requirement of 1:1, meaning 
that for every dollar that the 
Great Start Early Childhood 
Fund receives from the feder- 
al government, they must 
raise one dollar in matching 
funds. “If we want to 
receive the full $100,000, 
then we must raise an addi- 
tional $100,000,” said Hesse. 
“We have started a strong 
solicitation program within 
alt of our five counties to 
generate these funds that 
includes requests for funding 
to local United Ways, 
Community Foundations, 
local service and fraternal 
organizations, and numerous 
larger grant requests to 
Michigan-based foundations 
that are interested in funding 
early childhood programs. 
We are confident that we will 
generate the required match- 
ing funds, but we need the 
community’s help to do it,” 
added Hesse. 

The matching funds for 
this grant will be used to pro- 
vide additional childcare 
scholarships and help to 
expand the number of child- 
care lacilities that we current- 
ly have in our communities. 
We have a serious shortage of 
available childcare/preschool 
programs in the COOR-losco 
area. A portion of these 
funds will address this issue 


by assisting those interested 


in opening a group childcare 
home to move forward with 
their plans to do so. 

Finally, these funds will be 
used to leverage future fund- 
ing requests in order to build 
a consistent pool of funds 
that will be available to the 
COOR-losco area to address 
service gaps in early child- 
hood programs.

The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map~-known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the “Lost Stream Map.” 

The “Stream Map of 
Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1966 after a thirly-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
Slate Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—a map that shows every 
stream and lake, He painstakingly 
plotted by hand, the location of 
45 000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map. 

The map sold extremely weil— 
until it Was lost several years after 
it first appeared in print. Incredibly, 
the printer entrusted with the origi- 
nal drawing and printing plates, 
declared bankruptcy, then care- 
lessly hauled Higbee’s 30 years of 
work to a landiil. 

The few remaining dog-eared 
copies became a prized fisher- 
man’s possession. Professor 
Higbee was offered $400 for one 
of his fast maps. And state agen- 
cies were forced to keep their 
copies under lock and key. 

Experts told Professor Higbee 
that reprints were impossible, 
because the maps were printed in 
non-photographic blue. 

Then, in 1991, at the age of 9, 
Howard Highee's dream came 
true. Computers made it possible 
to reprint the map. Holding an 
updated map, Howard said, “I 
never thought I'd live to see this 
day.” | 

Then, dy combining Professor 
Higbee's knowledge with computer 
technology—the STREAM & LAKE 
MAP OF MICHIGAN was created.
